1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Embodiment I: Figure 1 or Figure 11, including claims 1-2 and 6-7; drawn to a phase 
detector circuit, which receives two input random NRZ signals having the same pattern but 
difference in phase, and in which (i) a delay circuit is configured to delay one of the input 
random NRZ signals by a delayed time T or (T-5T), and (ii) a multiplier circuit is configured to 
output the product of the subtraction result of a subtracter circuit and another one of the input 
random NRZ signals; 

Embodiment II: Figure 4, including claim 3; drawn to a phase detector circuit, which 
receives two input random NRZ signals having the same pattern but difference in phase, and in 
which (i) a first multiplier circuit is configured to output a product of the input random NRZ 
signals, (ii) a second multiplier circuit is configured to output a product of one of the input 
random NRZ signals and an output of a delay circuit, and (iii) a subtracter is configured to output 
a difference between the outputs of the multipliers; 

Embodiment III: Figure 6, including claim 4; drawn to a phase detector circuit, which 
receives two input random NRZ signals having the same pattern but difference in phase, and in 
which (i) a control circuit is configured to control a voltage controlled delay circuit which 
provides a delayed input random signal to a subtracter, and (ii) a multiplier circuit is configured 
to output the product of the subtraction result of the subtracter circuit and one of the input 
random NRZ signals; and 
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Embodiment IV: Figure 9, including claim 5; drawn to a phase detector circuit, which 
receives two input random NRZ signals having the same pattern but difference in phase via a 
first latch circuit and a second latch circuit, and in which (i) a subtracter is configured to receive 
outputs from the latch circuits, and (ii) a multiplier circuit is configured to output the product of 
the subtraction result of the subtracter circuit and an output signal from a delay circuit.
